This Week’s Question: What is]; 


ihe difference between Poison Oak 
and Poison Ivy? 

The Ranger says: Many per- 
sons are unable to distinguish ‘be- 
tween the two plants and are apt 
to use either name for both plants. 

In the hills and canyons of 
Southern California we only have 
the poison oak plant to avoid. It 
is a low growing plant with thick 
Jeaves' in groups of threes. The 
leaves are a dark glossy green. in 
summer, later turning to a deep 
red. The berries grow in dense 
clusters and are almost colorless. 
The poison oak plant is very deco- 
rative iooking and appears to be 





The poison comes from the oily 
substance of the plant, which has 
such irritant properties that the 
slightest bit of the oil on skin is 
capable of producing severe in- 
flammation, causing small white 
blisters which spread very rapidly 
and extreme itching. If a person 
walks through it and it touches the 
clothes, until the oil has been com- 
pletely washed off, there is still 
danger of it getting on the skin 
and causing the same discomfcrt. 

If you know that you have 
touched the plant immediately 
wash the exposed skin with a 
strong laundry coap, using just 
cnough luke warm water to apply | 
the soap, in extreme cases consult 
your physician. 

To insure a pleasant outing in 
the hills be sure to avoid the poi- 
son oAk plant—obey all Forest 
rules as to closed areas and fire
